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A review of the file finds that the grounds of rejection of the claims as 
provided in the Appeal Brief filed August 26, 2009, under the heading 
"Grounds of rejection to be reviewed on appeal" is unclear and/or is not 
consistent with the grounds of rejection of claims of record. The grounds of 
rejection of the claims as provided in the Appeal Brief must be consistent 
with the last Office action of record, including any Advisory action 
responsive to any after final submissions. Each Grounds of rejection to be 
reviewed on appeal must be identified. 

A review of the last Office action, including any mailed 

Advisory Action(s) finds that claims 9, 17, 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103a as being unpatentable over Ward, Lewis and Lohmann in view of Cote. Claims 
5 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103a as being unpatentable over Ward, Lewis 
and Lohmann in view of Fischer. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103a as being 
unpatentable over Ward, Lewis and Lohmann in view of Miller. Claim 11 is rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 103a as being unpatentable over Ward, Lewis and Lohmann in view 
of Goldberg. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103a as being unpatentable over 
Ward, Lewis, Lohmann and Fischer in view of "Official Notice". Claim 10 is rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 103a as being unpatentable over Ward, Lewis and Lohmann in view 
of Cote and further in view of Carleton. Claim 1 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103a as 
being unpatentable over Ward, Lewis and Lohmann in view of 
Cote and further in view of Jones. Claims 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103 a as being unpatentable over Ward, Lewis, Lohmann, Cote in view of Lawson. 
Applicants merely indicate claims 5-11, 17-18 and 21-24 unpatentable over various 
combinations of Ward, Lewis, Lohmann, Cote, Jones, Fischer, Miller, Goldberg, 
Carleton and Lawson, however, applicants did not include the grounds of rejection of 
these claims as indicated in the last office action. 
Correction of the Grounds of rejection to be reviewed on appeal for all 
claims is required.
